Michael  and  Margreta  Hassler 


Hans  Hassler  DOB  1530  and  Margreta  Schoeny;  married  30  October  1565 

Michael  Hassler  DOB  1571  in  Walkringen,  Switzerland  and  Anna  Krauchi  married  12  September  1589. 
Michael  Hassler  DOB  26  October  1595  in  Walkringen,  Switzerland  and  Barbara  Steinman  married  13  March 
1636/37. 

Christian  Hassler  DOB  1643  and  Elsbeth  Ramseyer  were  married  in  1680  in  Grindlachen,  Bern,  Switzerland. 
Switzerland  was  a bastion  of  Catholic  faith  in  the  1700s  and  Protestants  were  an  unending  problem  for  the 
government.  Many  faced  persecution  and  even  death.  Yet  the  Swiss  government  did  not  want  its  citizens  to 
leave,  fearing  economic  or  political  turmoil  from  the  loss  of  soldiers,  agricultural  and  industrial  workers.  Still, 
they  persecuted  all  not  Catholics  and  if  one  left  and  returned,  they  were  subject  to  loss  of  all  they  had  the  state 
deemed  worth  having. 

In  the  16th  century  when  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  failed  to  heed  Martin  Luther’s  call  to  reformation  and 
return  to  biblical  doctrines  and  practices,  the  Protestant  Refonnation  began  with  four  major  divisions  including 
Refonned.  One  doctrine  of  the  Reformation  was  that  the  Bible  alone  is  the  sole  authority  for  all  matters  of  faith 
and  practice. 

When  our  Michael  immigrated  to  the  colonies,  particularly  Pennsylvania,  it  was  for  religious  freedom  and  the 
separation  of  church  and  state. 

Michael  Hassler  DOB  1730  DOD  March  1774  and  Margreta  Hassler  DOB  1739 

Michael  Hassler  (shown  in  lists  as  Michael  Gassier)  sailed  from  Rotterdam,  Holland,  on  the  Ship,  Ann  (a  galley 
ship),  John  Spurrier,  Master,  carrying  242  passengers  and  freight  from  Basil,  Wirtemburg,  Zweybrecht  and 
Darmstadt,  docking  at  Cowes,  England  (to  obtain  fresh  provisions)  before  marking  the  crossing  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  and  arriving  at  Philadelphia  28  September  1749,  after  stopping  at  Cowes,  (approximately  two  weeks  trip 
from  Rotterdam)  England.  Once  on  board  the  ship,  the  passengers  had  to  provide  their  own  hammocks, 
bedding  and  food.  Cooking  was  done  on  sand  boxes  on  deck,  weather  permitting.  Sources  suggest  Michael 
was  bom  in  Alsace  near  the  city  of  Strasbourg.  Michael  probably  came  from  the  Canton  of  Bern  in 
Switzerland.  There  is  a record  in  the  courthouse  in  Bern  which  makes  note  of  Michael’s  father,  Michael 
Hassler  DOB  1681  of  Walkringen,  and  mother,  Magdalena  Konnan  of  Bumplitz,  in  the  birth  of  a daughter, 
Elsbeth  Hassler,  born  24  April  1718  in  Wuerttemberg,  Gennany,  murdered  in  Westmoreland,  Pennsylvania 
DOD  3 May  1759  by  husband,  Johann  Andreas  Leidig  (Lydick)  who  apparently  was  hanged  in  1759.  Michael 
and  Magdalena  were  married  in  1716  in  Strasbourg,  Bas-Rhin,  France.  The  passenger  list  of  242  states  the 
passengers  came  from  the  district  between  Basel  and  Darmstadt,  which  would  have  included  Alsace.  Michael 
and  Margreta  were  probably  married  before  coming  to  America.  Michael  was  Reformed  Church  and  Margreta 
was  Lutheran  and  as  there  were  very  few  Lutherans  in  Switzerland,  it  is  likely  Margreta  was  from  Alsace  or 
some  part  of  Germany  and  not  from  Switzerland.  The  sailing  list  of  the  Ann  and  also  Michael  Hassler’s  will, 
are  preserved  in  the  courthouse  at  York,  Pennsylvania.  A copy  of  Michael’s  signature  is  on  page  471 -Gen. 
974.8-5  V2  at  the  Ft.  Worth,  Tarrant  County  Texas  Public  Library.  The  “H”  in  Hassler  looks  more  like  a “G.” 
The  original  spelling  of  the  name  was  Hassler,  which  also  appears  in  the  records  as  Hasler,  Hosier,  Hossler  and 
Hostler,  all  of  which  are  pronounced  alike.  When  he  arrived,  he  was  about  19  and  a weaver  by  trade  and  able 
to  sign  his  own  name  instead  of  a cross.  Approximately  seventy  percent  of  German-speaking  immigrants  came 
to  Pennsylvania.  They  dominated  numerically  the  counties  of  Northampton,  Berks,  Lancaster  and  York. 
Governor  Patrick  Gordon  warned  that  the  large  numbers  of  “strangers”  could  endanger  Pennsylvania’s  peace 
and  security.  A law  was  passed  in  1727  due  to  concern  of  so  many  Gennan  and  Swiss  foreigners  that  an  oath 


of  allegiance  to  the  colonial  government  be  taken  on  arrival  in  Philadelphia.  Accordingly,  when  the  ships 
unloaded  their  passengers,  the  men  16  years  and  older  were  marched  in  a body  to  the  courthouse  located  at 
Second  and  High  Streets  where  they  signed  their  names  and  swore  allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain  and 
the  government  of  Pennsylvania;  a requirement  that  remained  in  effect  until  the  end  of  the  colonial  period. 
Names  of  women  and  children  and  those  too  sick,  did  not  sign.  Michael  is  on  List  139  C at  the  Courthouse  at 
Philadelphia.  Back  at  that  time,  it  took  about  one  day  to  walk  around  the  town. 

Michael’s  burial  stone  has  not  been  found.  He  may  have  been  buried  in  the  graveyard  of  the  1st  Reformed 
Church  of  York.  Eventually,  the  gravestones  were  moved  and  placed  in  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery.  Many  of  the 
stones  were  of  a soft  sandstone  and  have  crumbled  and  become  illegible.  Michael  had  moved  to  York  County 
after  the  birth  of  his  youngest  son,  Abraham,  buying  a 126  acre  farm  in  North  Cordorus  Township. 

All  five  sons  served  in  the  York  County  Militia  during  the  American  Revolution.  As  in  Virginia  at  the  time, 
military  duty  was  compulsory  in  Pennsylvania.  All  born  within  a span  of  1 1 years,  they  served  in  Capt.  George 
Geisehnon’s  Company,  7th  Battalion,  York  County  Militia.  See  Pennsylvania  Archives,  6th  Series,  Vol.  2 and 
5th  Series,  Vol.  4. 

Michael  wrote  his  will  on  04  February  1774  and  it  was  probated  24  March  1774.  His  eldest  son  Joseph  and  his 
(Michael’s)  wife  were  executors.  The  land  was  not  to  be  divided  until  his  youngest  son  reached  18  years  of  age 
and  then  Joseph  was  to  receive  150  acres  and  the  second  son,  Michael,  60  acres.  The  family  continued  living 
on  the  homestead  property  and  bought  adjoining  property  and  lived  there  almost  20  years  after  their  father’s 
death.
